Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  sixth  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  City  and  the  work  of  your  Health  Department  during  the  year 
1952. 

The  report  is  on  similar  lines  to  that  for  the  previous  year  and  contains 
details  of  the  work  of  the  divisional  health  services  of  the  County  Council. 

The  sections  on  sanitary  circumstances,  housing  and  the  supervision  of 
food  supplies  have  again  been  written  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  to  whom  I 
am  indebted  for  unfailing  help  and  advice. 

The  health  of  the  City  has  generally  been  good  during  the  year. 

Infectious  diseases  caused  little  trouble. 

The  birth  rate  is  the  highest  for  any  year  since  1947,  and  the  death  rate 
is  lower  than  at  any  time  since  1935. 

No  mothers  have  died  as  a  result  of  childbirth  since  1947,  and  the 
still  birth  and  infantile  mortality  rates  are  satisfactorily  low. 

It  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  report  that,  at  the  time  of  writing,  preparations 
are  being  made  to  restart  slum  clearance  in  one  of  the  badly  congested  and 
dilapidated  housing  areas  of  the  City.  Until  we  can  deal  with  this  legacy  of 
bad  houses  we  shall  continue  to  have  much  avoidable  illness  among  our  people. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Council,  the  Clerk  and 
my  colleagues  for  their  unfailing  kindness  and  helpfulness.

NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

The  birth  rate  has  been  adjusted  by  use  of  a  comparability  factor  in 
order  to  make  it  comparable  with  the  rates  of  other  areas.  The  adjusted 
rate  of  18.96  per  1,000  population  is  an  increase  on  the  rate  for  the  previous 
year  and  compares  with  a  rate  of  15.3  for  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths. 

The  death  rate  has  also  been  adjusted.  The  standardised  death  rate  of 
10.61  is  lower  than  that  for  19S1  (12.64)  and  is  also  lower  than  the  national 
rate  of  11.3. 

48  deaths  were  due  to  heart  and  circulatory  diseases,  of  which  20  were 
attributable  to  disease  of  the  coronary  arteries. 

Vascidar  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  accounted  for  20  deaths,  cancer  of 
all  sites  for  15  and  bronchitis  or  pneumonia  for  9. 

These  conditions  therefore  accounted  for  about  two-thirds  of  the  total 
deaths. 

Natural  Increase  of  Population. 

The  number  of  births  exceeded  the  number  of  deaths  by  47. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

There  were  during  the  year  three  deaths  of  children  under  the  age  of  1  year. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  of  18.18  is  exactly  half  the  rate  for  the 
previous  year  and  compares  very  favourably  with  a  rate  of  27.6  for  the  whole 
country. 

All  three  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  four  weeks  of  life.  Both  the 
premature  deaths  occurred  in  hospital.

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SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Authority. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  serves  the  Ripon  and  Pateley  Bridge  Rural 
District  Council  in  a  similar  capacity  and  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the 
West  Riding  County  Council,  is  responsible  for  the  day  to  day  administration 
of  the  County  Health  Service.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  acts  as  Cleansing 
Superintendent  for  the  Corporation.  He  also  does  the  meat  inspection  at  the 
central  slaughtering  depot  in  Ripon. 

HEALTH  SERVICES  PROVIDED  BY  THE  CORPORATION. 
Mortuary. 

The  Corporation  Mortuary  at  Skellbank  is  also  used  as  a  post  mortem 
room  and  has  accommodation  for  two  bodies.  The  arrangements  for  viewing 
by  relatives  are  unsatisfactory  and  it  would  be  an  advantage  to  extend  the 
premises  by  the  provision  of  a  separate  viewing  room,  toilet  arrangements,  etc. 

9  bodies  were  admitted  from  the  City  and  5  from  the  Rural  District 
dining  the  year.

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3.  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE. 

The  service  has  had  a  full  medical  and  nursing  staff  throughout  the  year, 
and  routine  and  other  examinations  have  been  carried  out  as  they  became  due. 

The  available  accommodation  and  present  overcrowding  in  many  schools 
have  caused  great  difficulty.  In  many  instances  it  has  proved  impossible  to 
carry  out  the  requirements  of  the  Education  Act  by  conducting  school  medical 
inspections  on  the  school  premises.  We  have  been  forced  to  conduct  some 
inspections  at  the  Ripon  Clinic  and  to  hire  accommodation  for  others.  This 
state  of  affairs  is  most  unsatisfactory  to  all  concerned,  but  until  the  number 
of  children  in  the  schools  decreases,  or  until  more  accommodation  is  provided, 
it  will  have  to  continue. 

The  orthopaedic  exercises  clinic  was  closed  during  the  year  on  the  retire¬ 
ment  of  the  orthopaedic  nurse,  who  has  not  yet  been  replaced.  The  Physio¬ 
therapy  Department  at  the  Ripon  and  District  Hospital  very  kindly  took  over 
the  children  attending.  It  is  hoped  very  much  that  it  will  prove  possible  to 
restart  this  most  useful  service.

Special  Clinics  are  held  periodically  for  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,  Ortho¬ 
paedic  and  Speech  Defects.  A  Paediatric  Clinic  is  also  held  monthly  at  Ripon. 
Ultra  violet  light  treatment  is  available  at  Ripon.  Child  guidance  cases  are 
referred  to  the  County  Psychologist  at  Shipley.  Advice  on  the  management 
of  children  with  abnormal  heart  conditions  is  obtained  from  a  special  cardiac 
clinic  held  in  Harrogate.  Close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  general 
practitioners.

5.  MIDWIFERY. 

Once  again  just  over  two-thirds  of  the  confinements  took  place  in  hospital 
or  nursing  home.  There  are  proposals  before  Parliament  at  the  time  of 
writing  to  improve  maternity  benefits  for  those  who  have  their  deliveries  at 
home,  and  it  will  be  interesting  to  see  if  the  situation  changes  when  these 
become  law. 

All  applications  for  admission  to  maternity  beds  are  scrutinised  by  this 
Department.

6.  HEALTH  VISITING. 

Four  health  visitors  work  in  the  Division.  They  give  advice  on  the  care 
of  children,  and  guidance  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  to  people  who  are 
ill,  and  to  the  aged. 

They  advise  also  on  measures  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection,  and 
attend  ante-natal  clinics  and  infant  welfare  centres.  They  also  act  as  school 
nurses,  and  are  thus  able  to  interest  themselves  in  a  child  from  babyhood 
until  school  leaving  age.  They  provide  reports  on  home  conditions  to  hospitals 
and  clinics  on  request  and  are  available  to  help  practitioners  in  many  ways. 

During  the  year  one  of  the  health  visitors  took  over  the  tuberculosis  health 
visiting  for  the  Division. 

There  seems  to  be  an  increasing  appreciation  by  general  practitioners  and 
hospitals  of  the  scope  and  value  of  the  health  visitors’  work.

7.  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

The  County  Council  provide  eight  district  nurses  in  this  Division,  one 
of  whom  acts  as  relief  nurse.  Seven  of  these  do  midwifery.  Certain  nursing 
equipment  for  use  in  the  home  is  available  on  loan. 

During  the  year  the  nurses  paid  7,844  visits  to  508  patients. 


8.  VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION. 

(a)  Vaccination.  Since  the  repeal  of  the  Vaccination  Acts,  protection 
against  smallpox  has  been  on  a  voluntary  basis  in  the  same  way  as 
diphtheria  immunisation.  It  can  be  done  either  by  the  family 
doctor  or  at  the  infant  welfare  centres. 

A  leaflet  giving  facts  about  vaccination  and  details  of  how  to 
get  it  done  is  sent  to  the  parents  of  each  child  born  in  the  Division.

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(c)  Immunisation.  Whooping  Cough. 

During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health  approved  the  proposals  of  the 
County  Council  scheme  for  the  immunisation  of  young  children  against 
whooping  cough.  Extensive  trials  were  conducted  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council  and  a  vaccine  which  gives  good  results  has  at  last  been 
evolved.  Whooping  cough  causes  much  prolonged  ill-health  and  can 


indeed  be  fatal,  particularly  in  young  children.  It  is  therefore  important 
that  immunisation  should  be  carried  out  when  a  child  is  six  months  old, 
or  even  earlier  than  this.  The  arrangements  are  similar  to  those  for 
immunisation  against  diphtheria.  The  treatment  can  be  obtained  either 
from  the  family  doctor  or  at  an  infant  welfare  centre.

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10.  HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 

The  service  has  continued  to  do  extremely  useful  work  during  the  year. 
The  amount  of  time  devoted  to  expectant  mothers  and  to  the  aged  has 
increased  compared  with  1951,  but  we  have  been  able  to  meet  nearly  all 
demands,  to  some  extent  by  draining  on  the  County  pool  for  additional  home 
helps. 

In  some  remote  parts  of  the  Division  it  has  been  proved  impossible  to 
obtain  suitable  women  to  employ. 

The  service  is  costly,  but  when  one  thinks  of  the  numbers  of  old  people 
who  without  it  would  be  forced  to  go  into  an  institution,  and  of  the  vital  help 
given  in  many  a  family  emergency,  one  must  regard  the  money  as  well  spent. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  figures  that  once  more  the  aged  and 
infirm  have  had  the  lion’s  share  of  the  available  service.  This  seems  to  be 
inevitable  with  the  increasing  proportion  of  elderly  people  in  our  community.

11.  PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE. 

There  has  been  some  improvement  during  the  year  in  the  arrangements 
for  the  exchange  of  information  between  hospitals  and  the  health  department, 
and  we  now  get  reports  on  school  children  who  have  attended  Harrogate 
General  Hospital  for  investigation  and  treatment. 

Requests  for  the  care  of  maternity  patients  continue  to  be  received. 
Generally  I  think  there  are  signs  of  an  increasing  awareness  of  the  services 
available  from  the  local  health  authority  on  the  part  of  general  practitioners 
and  hospital  staffs. 

The  adequate  housing  of  tuberculosis  families  has  continued  to  receive 
close  attention.  Extra  milk  is  supplied  on  the  request  of  the  Chest  Physician. 

Co-operation  between  Ripon  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  and  the 
Department  has  continued  to  be  excellent. 

The  loan  of  nursing  appliances  continues  to  work  satisfactorily.

A  special  Health  Visitor  is  employed  who  works  in  close  co-operation  with 
the  Special  Treatment  Clinics  serving  the  area,  undertaking  contact  tracing 
and  preventive  work.

In  accordance  with  Section  73  (2)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  a  charge 
is  made  for  the  collection  of  trades  refuse  to  the  extent  of  10/-  per  bin  per  year 
for  a  weekly  collection.  This  is  a  very  reasonable  charge  as  indicated  by  the 
total  income  for  1952  only  amounting  to  £85.

During  the  year  1952  the  demand  for  waste  paper  eased  to  such  an  extent 
that  local  authorities  were  rationed  as  to  the  quantity  sent  to  the  mills. 
Ripon  was  allowed  a  maximum  of  10  tons  per  month.  In  addition,  prices  for 
the  various  grades  of  paper  fell  so  considerably  that  estimates  of  income  were 
rendered  valueless.  The  actual  income  of  £1,095  was  £ 655  below  the  estimate 
and  this  deficit  was  met  out  of  Corporation  balances  to  avoid  an  equivalent 
increase  in  rates. 

Workmen  continued  to  receive  a  bonus  on  the  quantity  of  paper  collected. 
During  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1953,  £127  was  distributed  amongst  nine 
men.  Since  the  inception  of  the  bonus  scheme  the  workmen  have  benefited 
to  the  extent  of  £457  distributed  amongst  nine  men. 

Since  commencement  of  the  salvage  scheme  in  1940  to  31st  March,  1953, 
the  following  results  are  worthy  of  note 

(i)  Over  1,650  tons  of  materials  have  been  salvaged  and  returned  to 
industry  for  re-use. 

(ii)  Gross  income  has  amounted  to  £  1 1 ,586. 

(Hi)  Profit  for  relief  of  rates  totals  £5,790. 
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SMOKE  ABATEMENT.

There  has  been  little  improvement  in  the  emission  of  dense  or  black  smoke 
from  factory  chimneys  during  the  year  1952.  The  attention  of  several  factory 
owners  has  been  drawn  to  the  violation  of  the  byelaws  governing  this  matter. 


Complaints  have  been  received  regarding  the  practice  of  some  paint  and 
varnish  firms  burning  out  cans  in  such  a  position  as  to  cause  a  nuisance  by 
the  resultant  smoke  and  smell  of  burning  varnish,  etc.  This  problem  is  not 
easy  of  solution,  but  the  nuisance  cannot  be  allowed  to  continue  and  efforts 
are  being  made  to  find  a  satisfactory  method  of  dealing  with  the  problem. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  scheme  as  reported  in  my  1951  report. 
Observations  have  continued  throughout  the  year.

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MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

This  class  of  dwelling  is  not  showing  any  appreciable  signs  of  increase 
within  the  City.  At  the  end  of  December,  1952,  there  were  18  situate— mostly 
singly — in  various  gardens  and  yards.  The  types  vary  from  ungainly  and 
unsightly  bus  bodies  to  attractive,  modern  type  caravans. 

In  some  cases  difficulty  is  experienced  in  maintaining  satisfactory 
sanitary  conditions. 

The  Corporation’s  scheme  to  provide  a  caravan  site  alongside  the  River 
Ure  in  North  Road  had  to  be  abandoned  owing  to  insuperable  difficulty 
regarding  disposal  of  sewage  from  this  particular  site.  A  more  suitable  site 
is  being  sought. 

During  the  year  1952,  3  new  licences  and  4  renewals  were  issued  for 
individual  moveable  dwellings. 

SWIMMING  BATHS. 

The  process  of  continuous  filtration,  chlorination  and  heating  of  the  baths 
water  has  continued  to  be  satisfactory.  The  quality  of  the  water  conforms  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health  standard. 

There  is  one  privately  owned  swimming  bath  in  the  City — at  the  Grammar 
School — which  consists  of  a  concreted  tank.  There  is  no  treatment  of  the 
water  but  the  bath  is  emptied,  cleansed  and  refilled  with  town’s  supply  of 
water  as  often  as  necessary. 


SCHOOLS. 

Cleanliness  of  the  schools  premises  and  of  the  sanitary  conveniences  has 
been  reasonably  well  maintained  during  the  year.  Repairs  and  improvements 
are  urgently  needed  at  most  of  the  primary  schools.  Some  works  are  being 
carried  out  during  the  year  1953,  notably  at  Holy  Trinity  Primary  School. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSE.

After  many  years  of  very  useful  service  the  one  and  only  common  lodging 
house  in  the  City  of  Ripon  closed  down  during  the  latter  part  of  1952.  The 
premises  will  in  future  become  a  light  engineering  factory. 

Whether  as  a  result  of  the  Welfare  State  or  a  higher  degree  of  employment 
is  not  known,  but  the  number  of  persons  desiring  to  use  the  lodging  house  in 
recent  years  has  declined  considerably. 

The  lodging  house  was  a  good  type,  being  specially  built  for  the  purpose. 
It  has  been  well  conducted  by  the  deputies  in  charge.  Its  passing  is  probably 
a  result  of  the  slow  evolution  of  social  progress  and  the  fact  that  a  township 
of  the  type  of  Ripon  does  not  now  attract  the  type  of  client  desirous  of  using 
a  common  lodging  house. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  one  offensive  trade  within  the  City  of  Ripon — that  of  a  tripe  dresser — 
was  discontinued  during  the  year  1952.

Resumption  of  Slum  Clearance  : 


In  accordance  with  government  policy,  the  Corporation  decided  to  resume 
clearance  action  in  respect  of  certain  areas  in  the  City,  commencing  with  those 
in  which  action  had  been  suspended  on  the  outbreak  of  war,  1939.  Subse¬ 
quently  a  full  report  of  the  houses  suitable  for  clearance,  either  in  areas  or 
as  individual  houses,  was  presented  to  the  Corporation. 

Requirements  of  extensive  repair  or  improvement  to  the  old  and  dilapi¬ 
dated  houses  have,  as  a  result,  been  suspended. 

Accurate  information  regarding  many  of  the  houses,  their  condition  and 
amenities,  is  not  readily  available.  This  can  only  be  ascertained  by  a 
complete  survey  of  houses  in  the  City.  The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  is  well  aware  of  this  and  arrangements  for  such  a  survey  will  be 
made  on  a  national  basis  when  the  opportunity  arises  within  the  next  year  or 
two. 
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A  preliminary  survey  indicates  that  at  least  250  houses  will  need  to  be 
included  in  clearance  areas  or  closed  individually.  Many  of  these  were 
included  in  the  clearance  programme  pre-war,  but  as  the  survey  was  made  some 
seventeen  years  ago  and  the  houses  are  still  occupied,  their  present  condition 
and  amenities  are  far  below  the  standard  which  should  be  accepted  as  a 
minimum  in  these  days  of  housing  progress. 

SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

MILK. 

16  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken.  The  results  were  satisfactory. 

The  proportion  of  heat-treated  milk  has  again  increased  and  the  supply 
of  loose  milk  is  now  a  comparatively  small  quantity.  Very  few  complaints 
have  been  received  regarding  unsatisfactory  milk. 

Dairies  have  been  well  conducted. 

ICE  CREAM.

Samples  of  ice  cream  taken  have  been  in  accordance  with  statutory 
requirements.  Manufacture  has  been  conducted  satisfactorily.  The  standard 
of  quality  has  been  good. 


FOOD  PREMISES. 

There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  methods  of  handling 
foodstuffs.  The  various  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  in  the  country  have 
focussed  the  attention  of  the  majority  of  food  operatives  on  the  supreme 
importance  of  personal  cleanliness.  At  the  same  time  improvements  to 
premises  continue  to  be  made  although  there  are  difficulties  regarding  some 
of  the  older  and  more  congested  buildings. 

Food  traders  attending  the  Thursday  market  are  keeping  their  goods 
covered  to  a  much  greater  extent  than  formerly  although  there  is  still  room 
for  improvement. 


CONTAMINATED  FOODS. 

Two  complaints  of  contaminated  food  were  received  during  the  year. 

The  first  one  concerned  a  portion  of  the  body  of  a  mouse  which  had 
passed  through  an  electric  mixing  machine  and  been  found  when  the  dough 
was  broken  up  to  make  meat  pies.  It  was  likely  the  mouse  had  been  in  a  sack 
of  flour,  part  of  which  had  been  used  for  making  pie  crusts.  The  remainder 
of  the  sack  of  flour,  together  with  40  dozen  small  pies  and  45  1  lb.  pies  made 
from  flour  from  the  same  sack,  was  destroyed. 

The  Corporation  resolved—"  That  the  Town  Clerk  be  requested  to  write 
a  suitable  letter  to  the  firm  who  had  supplied  the  contaminated  food  drawing 
their  attention  to  the  matter.” 

The  second  case  concerned  a  loaf  of  wholemeal  bread  in  which  mouse 
droppings  were  found.  The  attention  of  the  suppliers  was  drawn  to  this 
occurrence  and  measures  recommended  to  avoid  a  repetition.  The  firm 
engaged  a  specialist  firm  to  keep  the  premises  clear  of  undesirable  pests.

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Prevalence  and  Control  over  Infectious  and  Other  Diseases — continued. 
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Diphtheria. 

No  notifications  were  received  during  the  year. 

The  continuation  of  this  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  will  depend  on  the 
maintenance  of  a  high  level  of  immunisation  in  the  child  population.  There 
is  fortunately  no  sign  of  a  slackening  in  this  work. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

13  cases  were  notified  during  1952,  giving  a  notification  rate  of  1.32  per 
1,000  population,  compared  with  0.51  for  1951  and  1.53  for  England  and 
Wales. 


Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

No  cases  were  notified. 


Measles. 

There  were  19  notifications,  giving  a  notification  rate  cf  1.94  per  1,000 
population,  compared  with  4.65  in  the  previous  year. 

Whooping  Cough. 

6  cases  were  notified.  The  notification  rate  of  0.61  compares  with  1 .75 
for  1951  and  2.61  for  England  and  Wales.  As  noted  in  a  previous  section,  a 
scheme  for  the  protection  of  infants  was  introduced  during  the  year. 


Pneumonia. 

5  cases  were  notified. 


Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

2  cases  were  notified.  This  gives  a  notification  rate  of  12.04  per  1,000 
total  births. 


Food  Poisoning. 

No  cases  were  notified. 


Tuberculosis.  Public  Health  Tuberculosis  Regulations,  1952. 

These  regulations  which  came  into  force  on  May  1st,  1952,  replace  the 
1930  regulations  and  modify  the  procedure  for  the  notification  of  tuberculosis 
in  accordance  with  the  structure  of  the  National  Health  Service  under  the 
present  Acts. 

6  new  pulmonary  cases  came  to  notice  during  the  year,  giving  an  attack 
rate  of  0.61  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  0.31  the  previous  year. 

2  new  non-pulmonary  cases  were  notified.  We  shall  not  get  rid  of  this 
unnecessary  illness  until  all  our  milk  is  pasteurised.
